Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: discussed the examiner's position on why the prior art reads upon 
the claimed subject matter with regards to the references above and that the argument that three chambers are 
provided within the three tubes of Van Ruiten, and the only manner in overcoming this may be claiming that the tubular 
wall surrounding the chambers be claimed as unitary and containing the three chambers therein, that such would 
appear to overcome the Van Ruiten reference which utilizes three separate tubular members surrounding the three 
chambers. Applicant's representative pointed out there was one embodiment where the tubular members surrounding 
the chambers was formed by three separate tubular members, the examiner suggested a separate independent claim 
drawn to the features of this embodiment and that the three chambers be formed in separate tubular members 
separated by connection tubular members or some such language may read over the Van Ruiten reference as well. 
With respect to Cooper, applicant's representative suggested placing language in the claim and specification directed 
toward the chamber which contains no tube language could be changed to state that the chamber contains no 
mechanical structure. This would appear to overcome the reference to Cooper where the springs would be considered 
as mechanical structure, and that such language would be supported by the figures in that the figures clearly show no 
mechanical structure within the chambers provided with no tube. It is considered that such would be considered new 
issues at this point in the prosecution and would not be entered at this time, however, such may pending further search 
and consideration be allowable over the prior art, but being a new issue requiring further search and consideration 
would not be entered at this time. Since no exact language was discussed with respect to any specific claim, 
agreement was not considered reached at this point with respect to exact claim language. 
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
